Canberra Arrows’ transfer-listed striker, Walter Valeri, now 
appears likely to return to his former club, JM United. 


Valeri was signed from 
Inter Monaro (now com- 
bined with the ACT’s 
Juventus club) at the begin- 
ning of 1980 for $18,000. 

At Monaro he combined 
with Baz Giampaolo (who 
went to Canberra with Val- 
eri) and Tony Morsello to 
form a formidable strike- 
force in State League, and 
the club won the NSW 
Grand Final in 1979. 

JM virtually had first 
choice of buying Valeri, as 
he doesn’t want to leave 
Canberra. 

The State League club 
only offered $4,000, which 
the Arrows refused, but 
now club supporters are 
tallying to bring the 
amount up around the 
$9,000-$10,000 mark. 

If negotiations go throu- 
gh as expected today, Val- 


eri should line up for Uni- 
ted in their home match 
against Avala on Sunday. 

There was a history of 
protracted negotiations be- 
tween Canberra and 
Valeri. 

“Tt went back well into 
last season,” Valeri said. 

“Then, because of the 
club’s difficult financial sit- 
uation, all players agreed to 
accept cut-backs on their 
signing-on fees. 

“They were hefty cuts 
too, around 25 to 30 per 
cent, 

“That was the last year of 
my contract and this year I 
asked for a $500 increase 
on my signing-on fee. 

“Not only was it not for- 
thcoming but I was offered 
a cut-back on the cut-back 
as far as my signing-on fee 
was concerned. 


“This irked me — par- 
ticularly when I checked 
with four other players who 
had renegotiated new con- 
tracts: they had scored 
slight increases. 

“I wanted to know why I 
was the only one being of- 
fered a decrease.” 

Finally, when the Ar- 
rows’ board insisted on no 
increase, Valeri offered a 
compromise — he’d accept 
less money if the Arrows 
were prepared to put a 
$9,000 maximum transfer 
fee on him. 

This was rejected, with 
Valeri playing on a match- 
fee basis for the 1982 
season. 

The final rejection came 
after the Easter holidays 
with the offer to continue 
playing as a non-contract 
player. 


PROMOTION? 
NO HOPE 


Clubs in the New South Wales Soccer Federation, eager to win promotion to the Philips League, 
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Without condoning the reprehensible 
conduct of their supporters after the Ampol 
up Final, there must be some sympathy 
this week for the Sydney Croatia Soccer 


Stadium. 

The punishment is not severe. We have 
been told that Croatia spends up to $300,000 

year on its Soccer team in the Coca-Cola 
Bottlers State League. Against that budget, 

e fine, and related financial penalties im- 
posed by the NSW Federation executive, is 
a drop in the ocean. 

Why then feel sorry for Croatia? Club 
president Tony Topic provided the answer 
when he said: “We have thousands of 
supporters. How can we possibly sort out 
the few idiots who cause trouble? If we 
could, those people would be turned away 
from our matches.” 

The majority of Croatia fans behave. But 
they must pay the bill for the hooligan 
minority. The club — as a a club — has done 
nothing wrong. But it must foot the bill. That 
Is where such punishments might appear 
unjust. 

Yet there is little alternative. The NSW 
Federation, in its deliberation, merely fol- 
ect a system which prevails all over the 
world. 

The majority of Aston Villa supporters are 
decent, reasonable, well-behaved individ- 
uals. But Aston Villa — as a club — has been 
fined $25,000 and must play its next home 
match under the UEFA banner in front of 
empty stands. 

It is a harsh penalty, much harsher than 
anything meted out to Sydney Croatia. But 
Villa is paying the price for loutish behaviour 
from some of its fans when the team drew 0- 
0 with Belgium's Anderlecht in Brussels. 

From this point of view only, we sym- 

athise with Aston Villa as we do with 

ydney Croatia. Ideally, the people deserv- 
ing punishment are the individual bottle- 
throwers, the thugs who start fights, the 
people who take knives to matches, and so 
forth. 

How can they be identified? How do you 
Isolate, say, 100 trouble-makers when 
40,000 spectators attend a match? it is a 
aay hasan impossibility. 

rowd misbehaviour has been a blight on 
British Soccer for many years. The chairman 
of the English F.A. went so far as to describe 
thuggery on the terraces as the greatest 
problem in the sport. 

Many wise heads in Britain have tried to 
find a solution. Some clubs have even gone 
to great lengths to issue identification cards 
to fans — witholding the cards from known 
trouble-makers. There have also been travel 
bans, making it extremely difficult for club 
supporters to attend away games. 

Britain continues to wrestle with the prob- 
lem. It has not been solved. Perhaps it never 
will be, until spectators at matches learn to 
behave. Pigs will fly before that happens. 

So Sydney Croatia must pay. Aston Villa 
must pay. And the biggest payment of all 
ene been debited against the code of 

joccer.

George Christopou- 
los, after a year of 
incredible ups and 
downs, is back to PSL 
Soccer that shot him to 
stardom as a 17-year-old 
and gave him eight Au- 
stralian international 
ne before his 21st bir- 
thday. 


Already he is showing 
Canberra Arrows’ fans the 
form that has made him 
one of the most forceful 
and respected midfielders 
in Australia. 

But only now has he told 
of his highs — and lows — 
after leaving South Mel- 
bourne last July to try for 
the big time, first in Greece 
and then England. 

Two things are still 
obvious — his annoyance at 
the attitude taken by South 
Melbourne — and the 
ASF’s attitude after the En- 
glish PFA (Professional 
Footballers’ Association) 
‘refused him a work permit. 

But let George unfold 
the story and tell his side of 
it: 

“Much has been said 
about my deserting South 
Melbourne. That I deny. 
Only six or seven games of 
the 1981 season remained 
and Soccer was just about 
to start in Europe. Re- 
member I had been study- 
ing in Canberra and, at my 


own expense, travelling 
back to Melbourne to train 
on Thursdays and Fridays 
and play on Sundays. I 
didn’t always get a game 
yet I was fit and ready to try 
to crack Europe.” 

Why did George choose 
Greece? 


“Because the contact had 
already been made for me 
with top club, PAOK, 
through Rudi Gutendorf. I 
had initially written and 
Rudi praised me highly. 

“When I got there in 
July, I trialled and PAOK 
were impressed. They 
wanted me — but South 
Melbourne asked $150,000 
which I thought ridiculous. 
With only days remaining 
to the cut-off point for the 
transfer deadline — July 31 
— the deadlock wasn’t bro- 
ken. I had missed out — 
even though I know PAOK 
were prepared to offer 
$60,000 or $70,000. 

“T was bitterly disap- 
pointed; but I wasn’t pre- 
pared to give up. I knew 
Jimmy Shoulder’s boys 
were in England on tour 
and I contacted Jimmy and 
asked could I join them. 

“There was an im- 
mediate “Yes’ because I 
had spent the previous six 
months training with the 
squad in Canberra to keep 
fit. | was one of the boys.” 

How come George 
joined Newcastle? 

“We were based in 


Durham and played games 
against squads that in- 
cluded Newcastle. Their 
chief scout, Joe Harvey, 
saw me and immediately 
asked me to trial pending 
my clearance and the ques- 
tion of the work permit. 
“Harvey said [ had im- 
pressed him and, within 
days, I was playing in New- 


. castle’s Central League 


team before a crowd of 
4,000. I was given a stand- 
ing ovation at the end of 
the game and was lucky 
enough, after a few more 
games, to have that legen- 
dary English player, Jackie 
Milburn, writing good th- 
ings about me in the News 
of the World. Again, 
however, South Melbourne 
made it difficult by asking 
$115,000. 


“But this was overcome 
and we had reached agree- 
ment at $40,000, condition- 
al on the work permit and 
returning to Australia in 
the close-season to play for 
South Melbourne. This I 
readily agreed for it en- 
abled me to see my 
family.” 

What happened next? 

Newcastle were marvel- 
lous to me. I boarded with 
a family and when Newcas- 
tle couldn’t play League 
games because of snow- 
bound pitches I got the 
chance to play in friendlies 
with the first team against 
top-class opposition. Again 


I must have done well. 

The club was even more 
keen for me to play. Then 
came the Bristol City crisis 
when the club folded and it 
looked as if Halifax would 
follow. 

“The PFA looked upon 
me as a test case and voted 
to allow Common Market 
players entry — but not me 
or New Zealand Winton 
Rufer. We were both de- 
nied work permits. New- 
castle even took me to the 
House of Commons to ap- 
peal my case but it didn’t 
work. 

“The decision stood. 
Yes, I was again bitter. 
Wouldn’t you be in my 
shoes? I thought of all the 
English imports playing in 
Australia. 

“T thought then — and 
now — that the ASF who 
knew of what was happen- 
ing should have made a 
stand.” 

Did George mean a ban 
on English imports? 

“Yes. If it’s ‘no go’ for 
Australians in England 
from now on, the same 
should apply to English im- 
ports here. After all, the 
balance is in their favour by 
astronomical odds. 

Will Christopoulos try 
again? 

“Most certainly yes — 
although if it is to be in 
England, everything will 
depend on what decisions 
are made on the restructur- 
ing of the game in the close 
season. 

“There is to be a major 
re-appraisal, with talk of a 
super league and perhaps 
only part-time competitions 
at the current third and 
fourth division levels. 

“But if I don’t try for 
England there are other op- 
portunities. I want to take 
them although whether it is 
at the end of 1982 or at the 
end of my degree course at 
Canberra College of

The Under 14 girls’ Soccer team from Los Angeles, California, was in Sydney recently to 
play a series of games against corresponding age groups in the metropolitan area. 


The visit stemmed from 
the successful tour by the 
NSW Under 15 Youth 
team the previous year 
when Trixie Tagg, then 
Trixie Barry, took the girls 
on a barnstorming tour to 
come home undefeated. 

Trixie, proud mother of 
a one-month-old son, 
Daniel, made quite a 
number of friends in the 
women’s Soccer world 
while she was there and it 
was from this Australian 
visit to the US that the 
return tour was arranged. 

The American girls 
stayed with players in the 
Kirrawee girls’ team. 

The local girls belong to 
the Kirrawee Kangaroos, a 
team formed at the begin- 
ning of the 1980 season. 

Kirrawee is a suburb in 
the Sutherland Shire, on 
the southern side of Syd- 
ney. The girls are mostly 
younger sisters of boys 
playing in the local 
Sutherland Shire rep- 
resentative teams, and all 
have a good knowledge of 
Soccer. 

Many parents of girls in 
the team have been 
previously involved with 
top representative sides 
and “A” grade teams and 
this helped the girls 
greatly.

Seattle lost their first two matches in the new NASL 
season, and were rocked when the weakest side of the 
League, San Jose Earthquakes (Eddie Thomson's 
club), beat them.

While other city officials (13 in all), World Cup 
venues, belt their brains for ideas to amuse the 
thousands of anticipated Soccer fans, sun-kissed 
Alicante, a port on the Mediterranean, has no such 
problems. 

The World Cup coincides with Alicante’s annual San 
Juan Fiesta, a marathon stint of wine drinking, danc- 
ing, fireworks and bull-fighting. 

Everything is automatically organised. 

Alicante will stage the first five round of matches for 
Group 3, and it includes Argentina, Belgium, El 
Salvador and Hungary. 

Argentina and Hungary, will make their headquar- 
ters at luxury hotels along the coast, while Belgium are 
booked into the best hotel in the neighbouring town of 
Eiche. This spot will prove to be very popular with 
World Cup visitors as there are stacks of nice beaches 
in the region, and the weather gives hot temperatures 
of around 23 celsius in June. 


Peru’s World Cup team will be led by Hector 
Chumpitaz, captain since 1969, whose heel 
injury last December caused doubts about his 
selection chances. 

Peru's national coach, Tim, has named his 27-strong 
Soccer squad who will travel to Spain. But this squad 
will be reduced to 22 by June 4. 

The squad includes six players with foreign teams: 
Cueto and La Rosa play for Columbian clubs, Percy 
Rojas and Oblitas are with Belgium sides, Barbadillo 
plays in Mexico, and of course Cubillas is in the United 

tates. 

Peru has not shown good form in recent friendly 
matches against Argentina, Brazil and Chile. 

They were walloped by the New York Cosmos as 
well.

Scotland does, and will never 
forget Peru, especially Cubillas' free-kicks, which have 
more swing than a Dennis Lillee delivery! 


More than 3,000 Brazilians are planning to 
visit Spain to see their World Cup team in the 
Finals. Brazil is seeded in Group 6, and will be 
based at Seville in southern Spain. 

Soccer supporters are expected to start arriving in 
Spain by June 6. 

Brazil’s opening match will be on June 14 against 
the USSR. 

Scotland and New Zealand are the other contenders 
in Group 6. 

President of FIFA, Joao Havelange, who is Brazilian, 
will of course be at that match to see his country do 
battle in the Soccer arena. 


ARGENTINA 


World Cup captain of Argentina, Daniel Pas- 
sarella, will sign a contract soon with Italian 
first division outfit, Fiorentina, to play for them 
next season. 

Passarella’s club, River Plate, has slapped a 
$1,500,000 transfer fee on the player and Fiorentina 
has agreed to the price-tag. 

River Plate has no fewer than six players in Argen- 
tina's World Cup squad. Last week, they transferred 
their international striker, Ramon Diaz, to Naples. 

Passarella and some of his team-mates have recently

The improvement in 
the NSW country team 
component of the de- 
pleted NSW Southern 
League has been the 
revelation of the 1982 
season.
